Ferrara Returns. 


By the Associated Press, 

AVANA, Aug. 9.—President Ma- 
chado late today decreed a state of 
war in the entire island. 

The announcement issuing from 
the palace said that the President 
had signed a decree declaring a 
state of war effective after 6 o'clock 


this evening. 

The announcement was made by 
Dr. Ramos Guerra, presidential sec- 
retary, who had just.been talking 
to the President. 

Guerra said he did not know the 
ms of the decree and he could 
gre no indication of the attitude 
the Government will adopt toward 
the demand that Machado resign 
his office. 

This announcement came while 
Cuba and the United States Ambas- 
sador, Sumner Welles, were await- 
ing the reply of the President to 
the proposal that he resign his of- 
fice as the central feature of a 
plan for political peace in the re- 
public, 

The House of Representatives, in 
permanent session, along with the 
Senate, to deal with the crisis, sus- 
pended its meeting set for 6 o’clock. 
It was announced that the House 
would meet at 9 o’clock. 

Soldiers to Patrol Streets. 

A Government tsation. broadcast 
— ——— en that at 6 o’clock 
iers would occupy Havana. 

No persons will be permitted in 
the streets of the city after the 
soldiers arrived, the announcement 

said. 

A regiment of soldiers was 
brought in from Camp Columbia 
this afternoon, while the Presi- 
dent's decision upon the resignation 
demand was being awaited, and 
stationed in botanical gardens 
hear Havana University. 

Consults With Leaders.

One of the outstanding partici- 
pants in the conference was Orestes 
Ferrara, the Secretary of State, 
who arrived in Havana this morn- 
Ing by airplane from the United 
States, after attending the London 
economic conference. 

While the conference was in ses- 
sion hundreds of persons lined the 
Havana sea wall, expecting the ar- 
tival of two United States ships,

TWO CHAINS ACCEPT 
NEWSPAPER CDE 


Hearst and Scripps-Howard to 
Apply It to Employes 
Classed as Professionals. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Aug. 9.—The 
Hearst and Scripps-Howard news- 
paper organizations today an- 
nounced acceptance of the news- 
paper code filed at Washington by 
the American Newspaper Publish- 
ers’ Association. Hearst operates 
24 newspapers throughout the coun- 
try and Scripps-Howard 25. 

Both organizations said that re- 
porters, rewrite men and copy desk 
men would be placed on a 40-hour 
a week basis, the only exceptions 
being executive, managerial and su- 
pervisory positions. 

The Scripps-Howard organization 
will put the code into effect “im- 
mediately,” and Hearst on Aug. 14. 

The Brooklyn Daily Eagle also 

announced its acceptance of the 
code. It said the new plan would 
be put into effect not later than 
Aug. 31. 
The New York Evening Post also 
announced its acceptance and said 
the code would be put into effect 
immediately.

the Government as provided for in 
the act. These reservations are 
made under the constitutional guar- 
antee of freedom of the press. 
Hugh 8. Johnson, the recove 
administrator, was to study th 
code and a decision may soon be 
made on whether it is acceptable. 
He has expressed objections to it, 
but aids said no final opinion has 
been formulated. , 
Meanwhile, opposition developed 
today on the part of Charles P. 
Howard, president of the Interna- 
tional Typographical Union. He 
will have a chance to testify at 
earings. “ 


; The code was drafted by a com- 


mittee representing the American 
Newspaper Publishers’ Association, 
the Southern Newspaper Publish- 
ers’ Association, the Inland Press 
Association, the New England 
Press Association and other organ- 
izations representing daily newspa- 
per publishers. 
- Statement by Committee. 

The committee of newspaper pub- 
lishers which drew up the proposed 
code issued the following state- 
ment: 

“A code on behalf of newspaper 
publishers, in full sympathy with 
the purposes of the National In- 
dustrial Recovery Act, adjusting 
wages and hours of employment, 
was submitted to the NRA today. 

“This code is the result of de- 
liberations consuming more than 
three weeks by a committee of 25 
publishers, representing the Amer- 
ing Newspaper Publishers’ Associa- 
tion, the Southern Newspaper Pub- 
lishers’ Association, the Inland 
Press Association, the New England 
Press Association and other organ- 
iaztions of publishers of daily news- 
papers. 

“It was the unanimous opinion 

of the full committee that no sound 
ground for objection could be offer- 
ed to the code as prepared. 
, “Newspapers are not a national 
industry; they are, on the contrary, 
by nature and necessity, local in 
their scope. Conditions in each ]o- 
cality coritrol and regulate such 
fundamental factors as number of 
editions, time of publication, meth- 
od of distribution, etc. It is ob- 
vious, for example, that costs in 
Salem, Ore., can -have little or no 
effect on the cost of publishing a 
paper in New York. 

“With nearly 2000 daily news- 
papers in the United States, having 
about 
1000 copies daily to over 1,000,000 
daily, the problem of preparing a 
code which, in its main features, 
would be equitable to all was neces- 
sarily a difficult and complicated 
one. 


Provision for Fiexibility. 
“For this reason, while minimum 
wages and maximum hours are pro- 
posed, provision was made for flex- 
ibility in communities where there 
might be a shortage of competent 
labor. ’ 

“The allegation is constantly made 
that this or that industry is a pe- 
culiar one, and while daily news- 
papers have no desire to set up for 
themselves any threadbare argu- 
ment, it is proper to call attention 
to these facts. 

“In NRA bulletin No. 2, para- 
graph 7, section (A), it is stated: 
‘An average work week should be 
designed as far as possible to pro- 
vide for such a spread of employ- 
ment as-will provide work, so far 
as practical, for employes normally 
attached to the particular industry.’ 
“This desired end has been sub- 
stantially maintained by daily 
newspapers. 

“Tf the country at large had kept 
its employment and payrolls on the 
level of the newspaper industry, 
there would have been no need for 
any codes at all. 

“Newspaper publishers do not 
claim that this is due to any es- 
‘pecial patriotism on: their part, but 
solely because a daily newspaper, 
by its very nature, is under the 
compulsion of continuous produc- 
tion. 

\ Increased Work on Papers. 

“A daily newspaper cannot mate- 
rially reduce its forces or shut 
down its plant in keeping with re- 
duced revenues. The very depres 
sion, uncertainty and ferment 
which hinder business and’ reduce 
‘employment throw an increased de-: 
mand.upon newspapers to secure 
and distribute the news. 

“There is no major business ac- 
tivity in the United States which 
operates throughout on. higher 
wage scales or whose payrolls rep- 
resent so large a proportion of cost 
of production. Wages alone ac- 
count for approximately 50 per 
cent of the total cost of daily news- 


paper production..

Chief Executive Declares 

. “‘Housecleaning Is Neces- 
sary’ — Records to Be 
Checked.

TOPEKA, Kan. Aug. 9.—Gov. 
Landon today ordered placing of 
National Guardsmen in the office 
of Tom Boyd, State Treasurer, day 
and night, and also ordered State 
accountants to take charge of the 
Treasurer’s records _ a “complete 
and thorough investigation” in con- 
nection with the municipal bond 
forgery scandal. 

Capt. Chester Thomas of the Na- 
tional Guard headquarters troop 
went immediately to the office of 
Boyd to carry out the Governor's 
order pending arrival of Brigadier- 
General Milton R. McLean, Adjut- 
ant-General, from Summer Camp 
at Fort Riley. McLean was report- 
ed on the way to Topeka. 

Dan Cowie, Assistant United 
States District Attorney, was i: the 
Treasurer's office when Capt. 
Thomas arrived and he said Boyd 
questioned Thomas’ authority to 
take charge of the vault and said 
he would ask the Attorney-General 
for an opinion in the, matter. 
Thomas, however, stationed himself 
in the vault. 

Statement by Governor. 

Gov. Landon announced his ac- 
tions in the following statement: 
’ “In view of the statement of the 
morning press purporting to have 
been made by Mr. Tom Boyd, State 
Treasurer, I have ordered the Ad- 
jutant-General’s office to immedi- 
ately place guards, night and day, 
over the vault of the State Treas- 
ury. Mr. ‘Boyd’s statement, if true, 
indicates that Mr. Boyd was either 
a party to permitting $150,000 of 
State bonds to be taken by Ronald 
Finney (a broker) to Chicago for a 
purely personal transaction, or was 
a party to sending $150,000 of 
forged bonds to Chicago in the 
same transaction. 

“It also appears from his state- 
ment that the bonds which 
he says that he turned over to 
Finney to take to Chicago were 
not returned. He made no report 
and has not until this time made 
a report to me of this transaction. 

“There also is evidence that Mr. 
Boyd permitted a private citizen 
access to the vault when he re- 
fused this right to Federal author- 
ities mee I ordered him to permit 
the Federal authorities to examine 
the records. 

“I have also ordered the State 
accountant to start at once on a 
complete and thorough examina- 
—* of the State Treasurer’s of- 

ce,” 

Boyd earlier said Finney asked 
him some time ago to deposit $15),- 
000 in State funds in the Eureka 
bank of Eureka. Boyd said Finney 
explained the bank then would 
lend the bond broker the $150,000. 

Boyd let the bank have the 
money, he said, accepting bonds as 
security. Later, he related, Finney 
asked to close the transaction, sell- 
ing the bonds in Chicago and re- 
turning the money through the 
bank. The treasurer said he had 
been under the impression the mat- 
ter was straightened out. 

Arrest of Broker. 

Yesterday’s developments includ- 
ed the arrest of Finney, of Empo- 
ria and Topeka, and the closing of 
three State banks in which State 
funds, secured by forged bonds, 
were desposited. The banks were 
the one at Eureka, the Farmers’ 
State Bank of Neosho Falls and 
the Fidelity State and Savings 
Bank of Emporia. 

Finney was charged with having 
uttered $20,000 worth of forged 
municipal bonds. It was found 
that eight issues of Kansas muni- 
cipal bonds, totaling $329,000, pur- 
chased by the State school fund, 
and held in the State Treasury 
vault, had been forged in duplicate, 
making $658,000 in spurious bonds. 

Finney was released on a& $25,000 
bond signed by his father, W. W. 
Finney, an Emporia banker, and 
Lee Garver of Topeka. His prelim- 
inary hearing was set for Sept, 5. 

“I don’t know how far this scan- 
dal is going to reach,” the Gover- 
nor continued. “That is not the 
point. We have gone far enough 
to indicate that a housecleaning is 
necessary.”

FRENCH MARKET 


Unlicensed Center on . South 
Broadway Maintained Lately 
by Peddlers. 


French Market a curb market for 
fruit, vegetables, poultry and other 
food supplies, in existence in South 
Broadway for 94 years, is to be 
abolished by the city as illegal. It 
occupies three short blocks ‘in 
Broadway, between Convent and 
Rutger streets, and has been used 
every Saturday. 

Acting Director of Streets and 
Sewers McMahon has requested 
Chief of Police Gerk to notify the 
food sellers next Saturday that they 
must not return. City Counselor 
Hay has given McMahon an opinion 
that there is no authority for this 
market. An ordinance authorizes 
the. Board of Public Service to is- 
sue permits to farmers for sale of 
their own produce at designated 
curb markets, open from May to 
November, for $10 a year. 

French Market was not estab- 
lished under this ordinance and no 
permits have been issued there. 
McMahon asserted that most of the 


dlers, not farmers. He deciared 
the market was a hazard to pedes- 
trians and vehicles and constituted 
an injustice to merchants who pay 
taxes. Officials ‘were told that 
many sellers at the market had 
been making payments to a “myth- 
ical market master,” McMahon re- 
lated. Others are said to pay ad- 
joining merchants for use of the 


‘street, without legal authority. 


Ordinances of 1839 and 1856 es- 
tablished French Market, original- 
ly called South Market. Hay found 
that the Supreme Court of Missouri 
held these ordinances invalid about 
30 years ago.

More than 20 proposed codes have 
been submitted by contending fac- 
tions of the industry, but the main 
line of division is between the non- 
union mines of the Southern States 
and the Appalachian Range, and 
the union mines of.the North and 
West. Employers in the union 
fields are willing to pay higher 
wages and maintain more gener 
ous working conditions than those 
in the non-union fields. 

The violence and scope of the 
conflict have led to the conclusion 
that General Johnson eventually 
will be compelled to prescribe a 
code for the industry. 

Richberg Lays Down Policy. 

“This administration is not chas- 
tising or rewarding any particular 
faction of the coal industry,” Chief 
Counsel Donald R. Richberg an- 
nounced. “It is engaged in an ef- 
fort to bring about a co-operative 
program in behalt of all, but we 
will not permit these hearings to 
be turned into an open forum or a 
joint debate.” 

Charles O’Néil, spokesman for 


_ the nonunion operators, told John- 


son that a large amount of coal

“The industry has steadily been 
driven back,” he said, “until now 
it is producing only as much bi- 
tuminous coal as it produced in 
1906, although the total energy con- 
gumed in 1929 was 53.4 per cent 
greater than in 1906.” 

He pointed out that 65 per cent 
of the cost of coal] delivered at the 
pit head goes to labor, whereas a 
very small percentage of the cost 
of natural gas and electric current 
goes to labor. 

The code submitted by O'Neil 
would provide that no employers 
be required to deal with a labor 
representative not employed by 
him. Labor contends that this is 
an attempt to qualify the law, 
which provides that employes shall 
choose their own representatives, 
free of interference, and that em- 
ployers must deal with them: 

Provides Average Week. 

The code also would establish an 
“average” work week of 40 hours, 
with 48 hours permitted in “emerg- 
encies.” Except in “emergencies,” 
miners would not work more than 
eight hours in one day. 

Employes exempted from these 
limitations would include supervis- 
ory staffs, monthly employes, “out- 
side” workers, and employes en- 
=“ in transporting men and 


A complicated wage scale, be- 
ginning with 50 cents an hour for 
machine runners, motormen and 
rock drillers, was submitted for 
Pennsylvania and Ohio, with a scale 
of 45 cents for similar work in the 
coke industry. 

The “So-Called Decent” Wage.. 

Alluding to President Roosevelt's 
recent radio address O'Neill said: 

“We have heard much of Iate 
that no industry has a position in 
the industrial picture unless it is 
able to pay a so-called decent 
wage, and I think that this is the 
time and the place to bring that 
statement out into the open. This

O’Neil’s defiant tone was not un- 
expected, and tended to confirm the 
impression that the President and 
Johnson eventually will be com- 
pelled to prescribe a coal code. 


Demands Equal footing. 
Demanding that a separate code 
be approved for the non-union 
fields, and that the Government 
meet the operators on an equal foot- 
ing, and not in a supervisory ca- 
pacity, O’Neil said: 

“We believe that not only aré we, 
under the National Industrial Re- 


pendent and apart from any code or 
codes that may be fermulated for 
other sections of the industry, but 
we also believe that.m the adminis- 
tration of such codes as may be 
adopted for our territory, we are 
entitled to independent administra- 
tion. Our view is that in such mat- 
ters which develop in the applica- 
tion, administration .and enforce- 
ment of the code, we should act by 
representatives of our own choosing. 
We further expres; the view that 
any co-ordinate committee or trib- 
unal that is established by the na- 
tional authorities to deal with us 
should explicitly understand that it 
deals with us on an equal footing 
and not in any supervisory ca- 
pacity.” 

Richberg inquired if the opera- 
tors were not asking for privileges 
of collective action which they were 
unwilling to concede to their em- 
ployes. O’Neil said he didn’t think 
so. He argued that the code meant 
that employes could choose their 
own representatives, but that em- 
ployers reserved the right to act 
individually in dealing with them. 


Cites Trade Association. 


The chief counsel pointed out, in 
reply, that the operators have their 
trade associations, that apparently 
they were acting jointly, not indi- 
vidually, at the present time. 
Under Richberg’s severe question- 
ing, O’Neil admitted that the oper- 
ators have agreed on marketing and 
trade practices, but have not agréed 
on how to treat their workely. 
“What we really want,” he said, 
“is to run an open shop for union 
and non-union men.” 
“Is that a new thought?” Rich- 
berg asked, amid general laughter. 
The witness was flustered, and 
made heavy going of it. However, 
he insited that different competi- 
tive conditions in different fields 
made separate codes imperative. 
A West Virginia Plan. 
Duncan Kennedy of Charleston, 
W. Va., asked for a minimum wage 
scale of 32% cents an hour for out- 
side labor and 38 cents for inside 
labor in Southern mines. He as- 
serted that this was high in com- 
parison with wages for similar 
work in other industries. He con- 
tinued: 
“If these wages can be main- 


reasonable running time for the 
mines, the earnings of this com- 
mon labor will be sufficient to 
maintain a reasonable and adequate 
standard of living under the condi- 
tions surrounding the employes in 
these districts. It is roughly esti- 
mated that 70 per cent of the em- 
ployes in this region are native 
Southern-Anglo-Saxon Americans, 
20 per cent are native-born Ameri- 
can Negroes, and the remaining 10 
per cent are foreign-born. 

“They live in small communities 
averaging perhaps 1500 people in 
each community. While some of 
th live on farms, 80 per cent of 
them live in houses for which they 
pay rent averaging less than $2 per 
room per month, which in most 
cases includes the furnishing of 
water. These low rentals really 
amount to an addition to the wages 
because the houses are furnished at 
a loss to the employers. 

A Less Rigorous Climate. 
“They live in a climate which is 
less rigorous than in the Northern 
districts and are therefore at much 
less expense for fuel and clothing. 
Their fuel is furnished them at ap- 
proximately $2 a ton delivered at 
their homes. Electric lights are 
furnished at much less than cus 
tomarily charged in larger com- 
munities, while medical service and 
medicine are secured by them for 
$1.50 per month for a family and 
75 eents for single men. They live 
within walking distance of the 
mines and have no

Their standard of living is higher 
than ‘that of the common laborer 
employed by the railroads or in the 


tion work. It is also higher than 
that of the native farmers who live 
and work on small farms in the 
immediate neighborhood.” 


Attacks Child Labor Limit. 


Courtney Dinwiddie, chairman 
of the National Child Labor Com- 
mittee, attacked the provision of 
the code prohibiting the employ- 
ment of children under 16 inside 
the mines. He said 18 shoylid be 
the limit, and that it should apply 
outside the mines as well as in- 
side. He cited the fact that in 
Pennsylvania mines one out of 
every five boys employed in and 
about the mines are injured, and 
that the accident rate is higher 
among boys under 18 than in any 
other class of labor. 

John B. Andrews, secretary of 
the American Association for La- 
bor Legislation, declared that ac- 
cidents in the coal industry cost 
the country about $100,000,000 year- 
ly in the price of coal, and that 
most of these accidents are pre- 
ventable. He recommended a 
series of safety measures which, 
he said, are comparatively inex- 
pensive. 

Judge M. A. Musmano of Alle- 
gheny County, Pennsylvania, recit- 
ed a long list of alleged brutalities 
by policg employed by coal and iron 
companies, and urged their prohi- 
bition ynder the code. He charged 
that officers of the H. C. Frick 
Coke Co. had coerced miners into 
signing affidavits stating they had 
not been coerced into joining a 
company union. That company is 
owned outright by the United States 
Steel Corporation. 

Stephen Danschenbush, secretary 
of the Pennsylvania Security 
League, declared that NRA could 
not function unless the existing 
system of company houses and 
company stores was abolished. 
Often the workers. have only 25 
cents in their monthly pay en- 
velopes after deductions had been 
made, he said. 


Four Illinois Codes. 


In addition to the so-called “un- 
ion” code, outlined some time ago, 
certain Illinois operators and min- 
ers presented four separate codes 
in which were portrayed the senti- 
ments, their preambles said, of the 
Progressive Miners of America, the 
Coal Producers’ Association of IIli- 
nois, the Off Railroad Coal Mine 
Operators of Junction, Ill., and the 
Vermilion County Small Coal Oper- 
ators’ Association. 

“The Coal Producers’ Association 
stated that it was dealing with the 
Progressive Miners, and included a 
letter from C. E. Pearcy, president 
of the latter, in which he stated 
that 13,000 of his organization’s 
members have been “on strike and 
locked out by certain operators sole- 
ly because they have exercised 
their rights to affiliate with an or- 
ganization of their own choosing.”

LICENSING PLAN IN 


SUBMITTING CODE 
Continued From Page One. 


Industrial Recovery Act provides 
that those subject to its provisions 


the use of injunction to restrain 
violations. With the authority to 
license, there is also thé power to 
deny, suspend and revoke licenses. 


“These provisions cannot be ap- 
plied to newspapers because of the 
specific prohibition in the first 
amendment to the Constitution of 
the United States against the en- 
actment by Congress of any law 
abridging the freedom of the 
press. 

Up to Individual Publisher. 
“This committee is not authorized 
te express any decision for indi- 
vidual newspapers and every pub- 
lisher will;-as of right, decide for 
himself what course he will pursue 
in this instance. Certain considera- 
tions, however, must be faced. 
“First, under a Government by 
the people, and above all in times of 
doubt and distress, no single privi- 


tion of free institutions as a free 
press. 

“Second, no press can be free if 
it may be compelled to operate un- 
der a license or be subject to in- 
junction. It does not matter how 
generous or broad the terms of that 
license may be, nor with what Lon- 
esty of purpose and solemnity of 
promise the intention is declared to 
leave each newspaper full liberty of 
expression, the fact remains that 
on the day on which the press sub- 
mits to a license it will have ab- 
dicated its position and abandoned 
its trust. 3 

“Once let the principle of licenses 
be established and a way will be 
opened that cannot be closed for 
the ‘revocation of such licenses for 
the violation of the terms or con- 
ditions thereof.’ 

“The above statement is made so 
that all may know of the difficul- 
ties confronting newspaper pub- 
lishers and of their desire to co- 
operate with the President in his 
program for recovery.” 


The code would: 

Bar child labor, except for news- 
paper delivery when the hours of 
work do not conflict with school at- 
tendance. 

Fix a maximum 40-hour work 
week for accounting, clerical, of- 
fice, service or sales employes, ex- 
cept those working outside. Let 
factory or mechanical workers or 
artisans work “a maximum Week 
of 44 hours for any six weeks with- 
in any six months’ period” while 


the agreement is operative. 


Except existing contracts from 


the hours of limitations. 


Fix minimum wages for account- 


ing, clerical, office, service or sales 


employes, factory or mechanical 
workers or artisans on a population 
basis; $15 weely in cities of 500, 
000 or more; $14.50 in cities of 250, 
000 to 500,000; $14, 2500 to 250,000; 
not less than $12 in those smaller 
than 2500. 

These terms do not apply to “pro- 
fessionals” or those in managerial, 
executive or supervisory positions 
who make more than $35 a week. 
It is understood that editorial 
workers are classified as profes- 
sionals for the purposes of the code.

BILION NEEDED. 
FOR RELIEF, U.S. 
DIRECTOR SAYS 


Hopkins Calls on States and 
Cities to Match Govern- 
ment’s $500, 000,000 
Next Winter. | 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—Harry 
L. Hopkins, Federal Relief Admin- 
istrator, said today a billion dollars 
would be needed to “do the job” of 
unemployment * relief properly 
through the coming winter and ex- 
pressed hope the states and cities 


would match the Government’s 
$500,000,000 fund for that purpose. 

“If we don’t raise that half bil- 
lion,” Hopkins told newspaper men, 
“then the unemployed will lose out, 
I want the states and cities to 
raise it and I think we will get it.” 

Hopkins said many states were 
not co-operating with the Govern- 
ment in furnishing assistance to the 
jobless and their families. He added 
he had already put six states “on 
notice” that no more Federal 
money would be forthcoming unless 
they spent more liberally for their 
own destitute. . 

The States “On Notice.” 

These states are West Virginia, 
Texas, Ohio, Kentucky, Alabama 
and Michigan. He said the drouth 
situation in Texas was bad and that 
he had advised officials there they 
ought to raise $20,000,000 this year. 

Hopkins made public a_ table 
showing the trend of relief extend- 
ed to families in 45 representative 
cities with Federal, State and local 
funds in July compared with June. 

It showed 1,150,750 families were 
being helped in July, compared 
with 1,165,276 in June, a decrease 
of 12 per cent. Funds spent were 
$24,801,845, against $27,087,639, a de- 
cline of 8.4 per cent. 

The table showed many cities 
were not providing adequate relief. 
Considers Vocational Education. 
Hopkins said he was considering 
expanding the use of relief money 
for vocationa: education of the 
unemployed and had ‘aken the mat- 
ter up with the Federal Bureau of 

Education. 

Between 2000 and 3000 men are 
now under such instruction in New 
York State, partly as : result of 
donation of Federal funds. 

The city statistics showed New 
York had given relief to 229,700 
families in July against 208,910 in 
June, an increase of 10 per cent, 
and had spent $6,631,000 against $7,- 
629,093. 

Chicago helped 150,000 families 
against 162,000, a decrease of 7.4 
per cent, and spent $4,280,000 
against $4,753,000, a decrease of 10 
per cent.

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JOHNSON SAYS 
RETAILERS CAN'T 
STAGGER HOURS 


Also Declares Shortening of 
Period of Store Operation 
Will Defeat Purpose of 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—Citing 
that the intent of the recovery act 
was to increase employment, Ad- 
ministrator Hugh 8S. Johnson said 
today in a statement that no retail- 
er could stagger employe hours, 
enforce rest periods or shorten the 
hours of store operation without de- 
feating the purpose of the codes. 

Johnson took time off from the 
opening hearing on 27 codes pro- 
posed for the coal industry to stress 
his point as to retailers. 

Johnson insisted that, while the 
agreements signed by retail stares 
and groceries provided that no store 
open less than 52 hours a week be- 
fore July 1 could reduce the store 
hours at all, the intent was that 
hours of operation should not be 
curtailed in any way. 

In other words, while §2 is a set 
minimum, it was explained that if a 
store had been operating 60 or more, 
it should not curtail its time of be. 
ing open, but rather should erhploy 
more people to do the work. 

“That agreemént is a solemn cov- 
enant and its purpose is explicit,” 
Johnson said. “The owners of the 
stores and the customers who buy 
from those stores should have but 
one single purpose, which is to carry 
out tHis specific provision which has 
to do with re-employment through 
reducing the number of hours each 
employe works and by keeping the 
stores open as long as possible.” 

The statement proceeded: 

“The insignia of the blue eagle 
must be withdrawn from those 
stores which either collectively or 
individually flagrantly attempt to 
frustrate the purpose of the presi- 
dential re-employment agreement.” 

Johnson said that “when employ- 
ers sign this agreement with their 
President after reading section 
eight, no one could conceivably set 
about staggering employe hours, 
enforcing rest periods, and increas- 
ing the time for lunch without pay, 
or either directly or indirectly con- 
spire to defeat the véry purpose of 
the agreement by materially short- 
ening the number of hours which 
the stores had customarily stayed 
open.” 

The administrator quoted the 
agreement which was provided 
pending a hearing on a permanent 
code of fair competition. The sec- 
tion eight reads: 

“Not to use afhy subterfuge to 
frustrate the spirit and intent of 
this agreement, which is, among 
other things, to increase employ- 
ment by a universal covenant, to 
remove obstructions to commerce, 
and to shorten hours (émploye 
work hours, not store hours) and 
to raise wages for the shorter (em- 
ploye work) week to a living hasis.” 

Johnson today approved a code 
for the retail jewelry industry, to 


| become effective immediately. 


All employes, except skilled 
craftsmen, such as _ engravers, 
watchmakers or jewelry repairmen, 
will work a 40-hour week with min- 
imum wages ranging from $11 in 
towns of less than 2500 population 
to $14 in cities of over 500,000. The 
agreement provides a $1 differential 
in the minimum wage scale for the 
Southern section of the industry. 

Skilled craftsmen and other em- 
ployes in certain classes, including 
such outside classes as delivery 
men, maintenance employes, out- 
side salesmen and other professional 
employes, will work a 48-hour or 
more week if time and one-third 
overtime is paid.

Staggered Week Pian Causes Row 
in Milwaukee; NRA Appeal.

MILWAUKE7, Wis., Aug. 9.—Mil-

He said 
Cannon’s intervention was unfair 
and that his message conveyed the 
wrong impression. 

Cannon’s telegram follows:

WOMAN PHYSIAN 
OF HER ASSOGUTE 


Miss Sarah Dean Accused in 
Deathbed Statement ‘by 
Dr. J. P. Kennedy, 
Greenwood, Miss. 


By the Associated Press. 

GREENWOOD, Miss., Aug. 9.— 
Dr. Sarah Ruth Dean today main- 
tained silence in jail, where she is 
held in connection with the death 
last Sunday of Dr. J. Preston Ken- 
nedy, an associate, who, District 
Attorney Arthur Jordan said, ac- 
cused the woman in a deathbed 
statement of giving him poison in 
a glass of whisky when he was a 
guest at her home. 

Dr. Dean, 33 years old, is a spe- 
cialist in children’s diseases. She 
is unmarried. Dr. Kennedy, a sur- 
geon, was associated in his practice 
with her. He was divorced in 
March. 

The District Attorney said the 
dying man _ told his two brothers 
that Dr. Dean had given him poli- 
son the night of July 27. Dr. Ken- 
nedy was quoted as saying he rec- 
ognized the taste of the poison in 
the drink, and left the house as 


quickly as possible, and for five; 


days fought a silent battle to save 
his life with his own medical 
knowledge, but on Aug. 1 he called 
in other physicians, who sent him 
to Jackson for treatment. 

Realizing that he was dying of 
the slow poisoning, the District At- 
torney said the doctor made a 
statement to his two brothers, Dr. 
Henry Kennedy of Greenwood and 
Dr. Barney Kennedy of Jackson, 
both dentists. 

Arrested by the Sheriff, Dr. Dean 
said: “Well, I’m surprised.” 

Since that she has maintained si- 
lence in her jail cell and has em- 
ployed counsel. She was educated 
at the University of Mississippi and 
the University of Virginia, and took 
a special course in New York. 

Officials have advanced no mo- 
tive for the alleged poisoning. 


ANOTHER GERMAN BEHEADED, 
SIX INTERNED BY NAZIS 


Fritz Ebert, Son of Former Presi- 
dent, Placed in Concentration 
Camp.

BERLIN, Aug. 9.—Another exe- 
cution by beheading took place in 
Hamburg yesterday under the new 
National Socialist (Nazi) decree. 
The executioner, in full evening 
dress and Without a mask, ended 
the life of Wilhelm Volk, a Com- 
munist, who had been convicted of 
the murder of a Police Sergeant. 

Fritz Ebert, son of the former 
German President, was interned in 
a concentration camp at Oranien- 
burg, and four former directors of 
the State Broadcasting Co. were 
arrested and interned on charges 
of graft. Another man was ar- 
rested, but was interned in a po- 
lice hospital because of a nervous 
breakdown. 

Former Broadcasting Commissar 
Hans Bredow telegraphed Minister 
of Propaganda Dr. Joseph Goeb- 
bels that the four who were in- 
terned at the camp had done much 
for German radio. He said he 
sympathized with them and asked 
to share their fate.

LEASEHOLD BRINGS $199,000 
AT FORECLOSURE SALE 


It Is on Building at Southeast 
Corner of Tenth and Olive; Prop- 
erty Itself Not Involved. 

The leasehold of the _ six-story 
building at the southeast corner of 
Tenth and Olive streets was sold by 
the trustee in foreclosure at the 
Civil Courts Building yesterday.

TO SETTLE IN FRANCE 


Plans First to See Doctors in 
Italy, Then Take Vacation 
in Corsica. 


By the Associated Press. 

ISTANBUL, Aug. 9.—A telegram 
of thanks to the Turkish Foreign 
Minister for four years of Turkish 
hospitality, closed blinds of a villa 
at Prinkipo, and one Turkish fish. 
erman added to the ranks of the 


unemployed are the only publile 
signs that Leon Trotsky has flown 


away. 
Trotzky left Turkey, probably for 
, as secretively as he came, 
Turkish civil police and two of his 
secretaries who remained behind to 
wind up his Istanbul affairs were 
the only people who saw him off 
when he and Mrs. Trotsky boarded 
an Italian, steamer after dark at 
the Galata quay 
Wants to Live in France. 

After consulting doctors in Italy 
and taking a vacation in Corsica, 
Trotzky hopes to settle in France. 
But if France's promise to extend 
his visa for residence there is not 
fulfilled, the exile wil) have nothing 
to do but turn round and come back 
to his Turkish island. In his tele- 
gram to Foreign Minister Tevfik 
Rushdi Bey, Trotzky was careful to 
express thanks not only for past but 
also for possibly future hospitality. 

Stalin's foe has been cut off from 
political and intellectual centers 
during his Turkish exile, but he has 
been granted complete tranquillity 
here. 

At Moda, a charming resort on 
the Marmora, and on the even more, 
beautiful island of Prinkipo, he has 
had four years of good air, good 
fishing and hunting, and long un- 
disturbed hours for reading and 
writing. In addition to dozens of 
pamphlets and articles, he wrote his 
long autobrigraphy and his longer 
history of the Russian revolution 
during this quiet Turkish interlude 
in his fiery life. ° 

Secret Service Man at Gate. 

A friendly Turish Secret Service 
man was always at his gate—the 
Turkish Governments’ sole “inter- 
ference” in his life. Turkey liked 
Trotzky because he was one of the 
Soviet leaders under whose regime 
Soviet help was granted the Kemal- 
ists when they were fighting for the 
independence of Turkey. And 
Trotzky liked Turkey because it 
received, sheltered, and let him go 
so quietly. 

An obedient Turkish press quick- 
ly renounced, in the early days of 
his exile here, any knocking at his 
locked door. Probably less has 
been published in Turkish papers 
about Turkey’s distinguished guest 
than in the papers of any country 
—with the sole exception of Stalin's 
Russia.

Each will have its own officers, 
but one board of directors will 
serve the four Federal farm credit 
agencies which will then be set up 
in St. Louis, headquarters of one 
of the 12 regions in which Farm 
Credit Administration units are to 
be located. 

The purpose of the whole plan, 

Myers said, is to take the Govern- 
ment out of the business of lending 
money directly to farmers, but to 
have the Government provide capi- 
tal for business concerns to make 
loans on a business basis. Ultimate- 
ly, he said, the hope is that these 
credit agencies would be owned by 
farmers and co-operatives so that 
they could use them to help them- 
selves. 
The Federal Land Bank will con- 
tinue to make long-term mortgage 
loans to finance the purchase of 
farm properties. The Intermediate 
Credit Bank will continue to make 
short or intermediate term loans to 
co-operatives on commodities or 
warehouse receipts, or directly to 
farmers, when their notes are in- 
dorsed by local banks or credit 
agencies. 

Facilities Little Used. 
Facilities of the Intermediate 
Credit Bank, however, have not 
been fully used, Myers said, be- 
cause there were relatively few lo- 
cal credit associations and it is to 
remedy that defect that the Pro- 
duction Credit Corporation is to be 
organized. 

It will furnish capital for and su- 

pervise the dperation of local credit 
associations. Farmers who borrow 
from such associations will be re 
Guired to take 5 per cent of their 
loans in common stock of the as- 
sociations, while the Production 
Credit Corporation will take the 
preferred stock. 
The Bank for Co-operatives will 
take over the business of the Fed- 
eral Farm Board. When the Farm 
Board’s affairs are liquidated, 
Myers said, it is expected to have 
$140,000,000 left of the $500,000,000 
gy ene to it.

He said the commission would be 
made up of representatives of per- 
sons favoring repeal, drys and 
“neutrals,” and would be requested 
to draft a.complete proposed sys- 
tem for regulation of the sale of 
liquor, to be submitted to the Leg- 
islature. 

Contemplates Special Session. 

The Governor has not reached a

While the chil- 
dren were still in their infancy, Fer- 
guson's he&lth began to fail, and 
the family moved to New Mexicg. 

For 12 years, until Ferguson’s 
death in 1921, they lived on a New 
Mexico homestead, during which 
time Mrs. Ferguson nursed her 
husband.

MISSOURI TO ASK 


U.S. NOT 10 SHUT 
OFF RELIEF FUNDS 


Governor, After Conference 
With St. Louis Leaders, 
Appoints a Committee. to 
Go to Washington. 


By the Jefferson City Correspond- 
ent of the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 9.— 
Municipal and unemployment relief 
leaders of St. Louis and Kansas 
City, in conference with Gov. Park 
here yesterday decided to make 
another appeal for Federal authori- 
tios for continuance of adequate 
allotments of Federal unemploy- 
ment relief funds to Missouri, 
before falling back on the alterna- 
tive of a special session of the 
Legislature to provide for raising 
additional State funds. 

Gov. Park today appointed a com- 


mittee of three members to go to 
Washington to confer with admin- 
istrators of the Federal unemploy- 
ment relief funds, on continuance 
of the allotments to Missouri. Mem- 
bers of the committee age Dean Isi- 
dor Loeb of Washington University, 
St. Louis; Harry S. Truman of 
Kansas City, presiding Judge of the 
Jackson County Court, and former 
Lieutenant-Governor Wallace 
Crossley of Warrensburg, State Di- 
rector of Unemployment Relief. 


Federal Relief Administrator 
Harry Hopkins had told Missouri 
officials that unless the State made 
provision for taking over a share 
of the unemployment relief work, 
further Federal funds may not be 
made available to the State. He 
classified Missouri “as one of 10 
states which had not been assuming 
their fair share of the cost. 


Constitutional Limit. 

Gov. Park said he had been in- 
formed that Missouri was one of 
the states which the Federal ad- 
ministrators considered was not do- 
ing its share from State funds. He 
recalled that provisions of ‘the 
State Constitution apparently lim- 
ited the amount the State might 
appropriate for relief work to 
$250,000. 

“I cannot believe that the nation- 
al administration will say,” the 
Governor said, “that Missouri, 
whose citizens have been doing 
their share in paying Federal tax, 
should be kicked out in the cold, 
so far as Federal relief’ funds are 
concerned, because our State Con- 
stitution limits actidh by Legisla- 
ture.” 

“So far as calling a session of the 
Legislature is concerned,” he said, 
“if it develops after this confer- 
ence with Federal authorities that 
further funds will not be made 
available, and that we must turn 
to other sources, I will not hesitate 
to call a special session of the 
Legislature.- I will go the limit. 
But you must remember. this, while 
the Governor can call a special 
session, he cannot adjourn it.” 

Conditions in Cities Stressed. 

Participants in the conference, 
while declaring that an emergency 
existed, and that soemthing must 
be done imemdiately to avert a 
crisis_in the citfes this winter, stu- 
diously avoided mentioning a spe- 
cial sessiin to the Governor, who 
brought up the subject himself.

THREE-DAY SHAM 
BATTLE FOR TOKIO 
GETS UNDER WAY 


‘Enemy’ Planes Fly Over City 
—Guns Fired From 
Roofs of Stores.

TOKIO, Aug. 9.—A three-day sham 
battle for possession of Tokio was 
opened by the army and navy to- 
day. 7 
Three times during the day “en- 
emy” airplanes roared overhead and 
sirens warned the populace. Smoke 
bombs and varicolored vapors were 
loosed in the streets, . simulating 
poisonous gas and incendiary ex- 
plosives. 

Emergency hospitals were set up 
and to them stretcher-bearers wear- 
ing gas masks carried the supposed 
wounded, while from public parks 
and the roofs of big department 
stores anti-aircraft guns and ma- 
chine-guns were fired. | 

There was one genuine casualty. 
A girl watching one of the air,raids 
from a roof fell and was killed. 

The assumption was that the air 
raiders came from enemy battle 
ships approaching Tokio bay- from 
mid-Pacific. The whole show was 
a huge propaganda spectacle in be- 
half of a stronger navy and in- 


creased air forces, coinciding with 


the unprecedented demands of the 
army and navy in the 1934-35 bud- 
get. 

Orders were issued that for two 
hours tonight all lights in the cap- 
ital must be extinguished. 

The Foreign Office sent circulars 
to the embassies, outlining the ex- 
ercises to be held and recommend- 
ing that embassy officials carry dip- 
iomfatic identification cards for the 
period of the maneuvers, “in order 
to avoid inconveniences.” 


13 ARRESTS FOR ESPIONAGE 
AT ROME ARE REPORTED 


Former Deputy and His Two 
Daughters Said to Be In- 
cluded Among Prisoners. 


ROME, Aug. 9—An espionage 
system in operation in Italy three 
years on behalf of a W®uropean 
Power is said to have been dis- 


closed by secret police in investi- 
gations of a group, most of whose 
members have been arrested. 

(A Rome dispatch July 20 safd 
that the investigation was carried 
out coincident with the execution 
two months ago-of Ugo Travaglia, 
a warrant officer who was em- 
ployed in the Naval Ministry. He 
was shot in the back after convic- 
tion of espionage by a special trib- 
unal for the defense of the State). 

The thirteenth arrest was made 
yesterday wnen authorities detained 
the chauffeur of former Deputy 
Umberto Bianchi, who himself was 
reported held on suspicion of head-

The others arrested were said to 
include Bianchi’s daughters, Fioret- 
ta, 18 years old, and Bianchina, 20, 
Warrant Officer Dai Monti, who 
was serving in the Air Ministry, 
and an unnamed Russian. 


FRANCE MODIFIES TARIFF 


Abandons Increasés Affecting 
American Products. 

PARIS, Aug. 9,—The long await- 
ed relief for American business in- 
terests which suffered by the tar. 
iff increases decreed July 12, has 
been ordered in a modifying de- 
cree, 

By the new decree American 
products on which the general tar- 
iff was increased four-fold, will be 
placed again under the minimum 
and intermediary rates. American 
interests are expecting the imposi- 
tion of an exchange surtax, prob- 
ably 15 per cent, to compensate for 
the fall in the value of the dollar. 


TEMPORARY WAGE 
UALE APPROVED 


That Will Be Effective 
Until Controversies. Are 
Settled.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—Tem- 
porary ‘effectiveness for a scale of 
wages and hours for the oil indus- 
try pending settlement of the con- 
troversial code now under consid- 
eration was approved today by 
Hugh 8S. Johnson, NRA chief. 
Under the temporary agreement, 


which has been approved by the in- 
dustry, producers, refiners and 
alers will be permitted to sign a 
odified presidential agreement 
and receive the blue eagle. 
The temporary code provides for 
a 40-hour maximum week for mar- 
keting operations, and a 36-hour 
week for all other branches of the 
industry. 
“For employes in filling stations 
and garagts selling gasoline and 
oil direct to the motorist the agree- 
ment proposed a 40-hour week with 
a pay scale graduated from $12 per 
week to $15 according to the popu- 
lation of the city.

The minimum wage scales for 
other than retailing branches of 
the oil industry were fixed as fol- 
lows:

WASHINGTON, Aug. 9.—Draft- 
ing a national plan for power de 
velopment will be undertaken at 


once by the Power Commission un- 
der a $400,000 allocation by the 
Publie Works Administration. 
‘From the same fund the commis- 
sion will make a detailed study of 
costs of power transmission, an im- 
portant factor in rate making. 
Both inquiries were ordered by 
the Senate last session in a reso- 
lution by Senator Costigan (Dem.) 
of Colorado, but funds were not 
available from regular sources and 
could only be provided from the 
public works appropriation. 
The Power Commission, in an-- 
nouncing it would begin the work 
immediately; said the full value of 
the nation’s economic resources had 
not been secured because of the ab- 
sence of a national plan. A state- 
ment by the Public Wérks Adminis- 
tration said: 
“The Federal Power Commission 
points out that up to the present 
time the development of the water 
power resources of the United 
Stateg, both public and private, has 
been carried on without reference 
to any comprehensive or integrated 
national plan.

“what Is an Economic System For?” 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

IME and time again in his recent 

book, “A New Deal,” Stuart Chase 
asks the significant question, “What is 
an economic system for?” Current trends 
betray the fact that we are still a long 
way from working out the answer to. 
his question. 

One of the major policies of the new 
administration has been raising prices. 
Why? In part to reduce the burden of 
fixed charges, but also because a rising 
market encourages speculation and ex- 
pansionary peasures, which are necessary 
corollaries of our. present system. In- 
creased employment results as a by-prod- 
uct of speculation. Because the price 
raising enthusiasts have not squarely 
faced’ Chase’s question, we are now 
caught in another orgy of speculation. 

The prevalent scarcity philosophy, | 
which urges the destruction of cotton 
and foodstuffs, is another bit of evidence 
that the answer to his question has not 
been satisfactorily worked out. 

To conceive of the NIRA as a tempo- 
rary emergency program, to be discon- 
tinued when business revives, is to be- 
tray the goal of a revived capitalism, 
rather than a functional economic society. 

‘The development of the machine in 
our present profit system will make for 
an increasing lack of stability, both to 
wage earners and investors. 

Stuart Chase’s question has but one 
answer. An economic system is the so- 
cial organization by which human society 
provides for itself its material needs, Its 
primary consideration is the production 
and equitable distribution of the wealth 
of goods and services that men have 
created. 

An economic system should not be a 
gigantic gambling casino, which ours still 
is. Nor should it allow a few irrespons- 
ible and wedlthy individuals or corpora- 
tions to make pawns of vast numbers of 
citizens, as ours still does. Nor should 
it grant luxury to any until it grants 
a decent standard of living to all willing 
and able to work. Nor should its contin- 
ued functioning depend upon the “con- 
fidence” of investors, which our system 
may still have to do. 

The most promising of the forward- 
looking economic philosophies seeks an 
economic order based on production for 
use, rather than profit. Some feel that 
a planned capitalism, with a stringent 
system of regulation, contro] and taxa- 
tion, offers the most suitable solution. 
Others, seeing the futility of regulation 
of utilities, feel that a broad program of 
public ownership and operation of utili- 
ties will be necessary. 

A third group is urging the develop- 
ment of a consumers’ co-operative move- 
ment. This last approach offers a prac- 
ticable means of gradually replacing 
profit-business with an efficient func- 
tional econdmic system, owned by and 
democratically operated for the consum- 
er. As M. W. Childs pointed out in a 
recent series of articles in the Post- 
Dispatch, the co-operative movement in 
many European countries has grown to 
a point where its significance overshad- 
Ows, in many ways at least, the achieve- 
ments of a planned capitalism, or public 
ownership. A clearer perspective will 
probably reveal that each of these three 
approaches has a part to play in the 
achievement of a functional economic 
system.

Medical Note on Housing Reform. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


T HE recent activity on the part of. 
our public-spirited citizens for hous- 
ing.reform and slum clearance projects 
is deserving of the highest praise. In 
this connection, the last paragraph in Dr. 
Findlay’s book, “Rheumatic Infection in 
Childhood,” is very illuminating. 

After an exhaustive study of this con- 
dition, with its heavy toll of valvular 
disease of the heart among its victims, 
who are forced to a marked™limitation 
of activity and to an early grave, the 
doctor concludes as follows: “, .. We 
know that rheumatism (rheumatic infec- 
tion) exacts its toll from the poorer 
classes of the community and that the 
housing conditions of the rheumatic fam- 
ilies are often insanitary....The ~al- 
most complete immunity of the same 
class of child when resident under good 
conditions . . . and the comparative im- 
munity of the better classes, admit of no 
other conclusion than that at present 
change of environment is our chief weap- 
on. But the change of environment must 
be permanent, or the natural immunity 
will be lessened and increased infection 
result with a return to the original con- 
dition. This spells nothing short of hous- 
ing reform. The sequelae of rheumatic 
fever are fast usurping the place held by 
tuberculosis in the past among the chief 
causes of death, and the lesson to be 
drawn from all the recent work is that 
we must concentrate on prophylaxis, the 
keystone of which is the provision of 
healthy houses for the poorer classes of

Yet, bad as the common plight is, that of the utili- 
ties is worse. They not only have their archetype, 
Samuel Insull, meditating in the Acropolis; but if we 
may believe Barron’s, a financial weekly, they are 
without friends either in Washington or Wall Street. 

The attitude of the national administration has 
been a terrible blow to the utilities. It is on the 
people’s side in the power fight, something new in 
government itself. The President's sanction for such 
hydro-electric developments as those at Muscle Shoals, 
and his willingness that some part of the public 


publicly-owned utilities, have routed the utilities 
trom the strongest of their redoubts. 

Meanwhile, the securities of the utilities are want- 
ing in buoyancy. They rise for a time, and then the 
gamblers in the exchanges begin to-put two and two 
together in some such fashion as to recall the last 
thing Mr. Roosevelt said and the growing number of 
cities and towns going into the utility business. 

The truth is that this'is one of the chief assets of 
the New Deal. There is no reason why the people 
should pay tribute to profiteers for such common- 
places as electricity, water and gas. There is no 
sense: in letting others have revenues which the 
towhs and cities themselves need to balance their 
budgets. Almost overnight has this realization 
dawned upon the country. 

The Post-Dispatch has tried to interest St. Louis 
in public ownership of: utilities. For years the city 
has paid millions of dollars to street car profiteers, 
electricity profiteers and gas profiteers. Rates have 
been high, and legal battles costing the people mil- 
lions have not served to reduce them. The city has. 
usually been short of money, and no other construc- 
tive suggestion has ever been made as to where it 
is to get the funds necessary to proper maintenance 
of a modern metropolis. 

The Roosevelt administration is going to make 

itself outstanding in the nation by its advocacy of 
public ownership. The Dickmann administration 
can leave a monument to itself in St. Louis by insti- 
tuting this development. The city can own its trans- 
portation system, its electric utility and its gas 
utility. It can make them al] as successful as it has 
already made the publicly-owned water utility. 
For 17 years, Daniel W. Hoan has been Mayor of 
Milwaukee. The city owns part of its utilities. Assert- 
ing that politics and crime do not mix in Milwaukee, 
and as a result the city has gained a nation-wide rep- 
utation for crimelessness, the Mayor said: 


The basic explanation is that those people who 
believe in public ownership of utilities. want 
clean government, and as an organized force 
keep government clean. Privately-owned utiji- 
ties started the corruption that has spread 
through all branches of some city governments. 

The big fellows in crime-infested eities run po)- 
itics, while in Milwaukee city officials do not 
deal with the leaders of any group. The City 
Hall is open for every citizen and no one has to 
have political pull to be heard. 

The position of Police Chief here is the easiest 
of its kind in the country. The Chief is backed 
100 per cent by the administration and is free to 
hang on to a criminal when he gets him. 


It was the corruption of municipal politics, first by 
Yerkes, and then by Insull, that launched Chicago 
upon her criminal career. It was to secure street 
car franchises that designing men bribed Delegates 
and so brought about the boodle scandal in St. Louis. 
The utility lobby ruined the latest legislative session 
in Missouri. It will continue to destroy representa- 
tive government, whether at Washington, in the cap- 
itals of the states or in city halls, as long as preda- 
tory interests are left in control of all such mass 
necessities as transport, electricity, gas and water. 
The way to clean up the cities, to rid them of cor- 
ruption and crime, to make life and property secure, 
and to balance municipal budgets, is to strike for 
public ownership of the utilities. 
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A WRITING HERO. 
Last March he was broke. Indeed, broke is a 
politely misleading term for his predicament.

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SEIZING THE RABBIT. 

Sheriff Munie of St. Clair County made good his 
promise that the Midwest Kennel Club near Caho- 
kia would not be permitted to operate. He and his 
deputies conducted a systematic raid at the Mon- 
day night opening, carting away the employes of 
the track and winding up the evening by seizing the 
electric rabbit. Sheriff Munie’s action was in de- 
fiance of an injunction issued by City Judge Borders, 
restraining St. Clair County ‘officials from interfer- 
ence with the track’s operation. Judge Borders has 
cited the Sheriff for contempt. It is the Sheriff's 
contention that Judge Borders’ authority does not ex- 
tend beyond the limits of East St. Louis, hence does 
not include the track, which is a few miles out. 
Officials of the track introduced the California 
option system of betting, just another version of the 
familiar pari-mutuel system. ‘Theoretically, the hold- 
er of an option on a winning dog can exercise it by 
buying the dog, but that is mere make-believe, since 
no one goes to a dog track with the expectation of 
taking home a greyhound. Now the courts are go- 
ing to be asked to decide whether the option sys- 
tem is betting within the meaning of the Illinois 
laws, and, unless the courts are suffering from a 
terrific case of judicial obfuscation, they will have 
to answer that it is. 

The dog track business on the East Side was a 
gold mine until Judges Bernreuter and \Miller broke 
it up, and it is easy to understand the persistent ef- 
forts of the impresarios to open up another lode. 
Moreover, since Illincis permits pari-mutuel bet-

ward their President’ was shown by the wild dem- 
onstration that took place Monday night on the false 
report that he had resigned. Machado’s answer came 
from the rifles, pistols and machine guns of police, 
which killed 21 célebrators and wounded more than 
100, in volleys fired without warning. A witness, 
with justification, describes the tragedy as “one of 
the worst outrages in civilized history.” 

All opposition parties are united in demanding that 
Machado go, and even a majority of the leaders of 
Machado’s own party, the Liberal, are reported to 
have joined the movement. The army has been the 
mainstay of Machado’s power, and has served him 
well in putting down previous revolts of rebel bands. 
Now, in the face of a wide popular rebellion, as ex- 
pressed in the strikes, one report says that army of- 
ficers are seriously questioning whether they should 
continue their allegiance to the dictator and shoot 
down fellow citizens at his order; Without the army, 
Machado is lost. Even with it, the movement against 
him may be sweeping enough to overturn thé Gov- 


shed. If Machado is sincere in his statement that his 
one desire is for peace, he will help obtain it by Te 
signing. His rejection of the proposal that he re- 
tire, offered by Ambassador Welles in his efforts 
at mediation, savors more of dictatorial stubborn- 
ness than of patriotic motives. 

Mr. Welles has labored hard to unite the factions. 
It becomes increasingly evident, however, that only 
the removal of Machado can bring peace to Cuba. 
Welles’ formula, for Machado to depart on a “leave 
of absence,” has much to commend it diplomatically. 
The opposition parties, now united in their objective, 
should be able to set up a temporary government, 
to serve until a new election can be held, 

The United States has the right, under Cuba’s Con- 
stitution, to intervene, but this should be the last 
alternative. If the Cuban parties unite in asking this 
country to supervise the election, our Government. 
could do so without violation of Cuba’s sovereignty. | 
Such an event is written in the stars, probably at 
once, if Machado departs; or at any event within a 
few months, for-he cannot hold the nation’s safety 
valve down much longer. 
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MISSOURI IS NEXT. 
With the election of a slate of anti-prohibition dele- | 
gates in Arizona yesterday, the number of states which 
have ratified or voted to ratify the repeal amendmeht 
now stands at 21. Thanks to Gov. Park’s change of 
plans, the next state to vote will be Missouri, a week 
fromi Saturday, and because of this, the eyes of the 
national repeal campaign managers will be on us 
from now until the morning after the election. Every 
effort should be made to get out a large vote in ali 
parts of the State. There should be no slackening 
in the campaign of the anti-prohibitionists because 
the organized drys have quit the field. If four of 
our neighbors, namely, Illinois, Arkansas, Iowa and 
Tennessee, have already ratified, it is also true that 
the other four, Kansas, Nebraska, Oklahoma and 
Kentucky, have not. The size of the repeal majority 
in Missouri will have an important effect on these 
more uncertain states.

It is 
this other, apparently, that Judge Seabury set out to 
accomplish. La Guardia is hailed by a once hostile 
press as the one man the anti-Tammany fusion can 
elect.

The Control of Prices 


N ITS present phase, in the movement

N.R. A.is primarily a campaign to reverse 
that deflation of industrial payrolls which, 
under the competitive pressure of excess 
labor and excess plant, had beceme uncon- 
trollable by the individual action of em- 
ployers and employes. The method of the 
blanket code is, by the pressure of public 
opinion, to fix minimum wages and max- 
imum hours under a general rule and then, 
as quickly as possible, to take one indus- 
try after another out from under the gen- 
eral rule and to put it under a special 
code of its own. : 

A campaign carried on by arousing mass 
opinion is inevitably centered on simple 
and crude ideas. That is how such cam- 
paigns enlist emotion and generate power, 
and that is why such campaigns so easily 
get out of hand and become fanatical, as 
Mr. Santayana once said, by redoubling their 
effort when they have forgotten their aim. 

In the case of the N. R. A., the aim proposed 
to the people is the simple one of reducing 
hours, employing more men and of raising 
the lower wages. It is a desirable and un. 
derstandable object. But the object will not 
be attained if the movement to increase pay 
rolls is accompanied by an immediate ani 
equivalent rise in prices. The President and 
Gen. Johnson have recognized this fact. The 
blanket code, in a somewhat vague and 
academic fashion, recognizes it. But in the 
actual administration of the N. R. A., and 
above all in the propaganda now being set 
going, the vitally necessary idea of con- 
trolling prices receives little emphasis and 
is rather lost to sight. 

Yet, to make any kind of reasonable suc- 
cess of the movement, the public must keep 
its attention fixed simultaneously and with 
equal interest and emphasis on the quota- 
tions of pricés and on payrolls. 


To fix public opinion upon the céntrot of 
prices, it is necessary that there should be 
some fairly trustworthy measure of how 
prices ought to behave. The blanket code 
provides a measure for wages and hours. It 
declares in some detail what the minimum 
should be for wages and the maximum for 


@ movement to “reflate,” prices should 
in the proportion that they have 
those which have fallen most 
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of Labor Statistics, under the direction of 
Commissioner Lubin. It provides a suitable, 
though rough, map by which to determine 
where we were, where we are and where we 
ought to aim to go in the movement of 
prices. 

This report shows, for example, that be- 
tween June, 1929, and February, 1933—that 
is to say, from the peak of prosperity to the 
pit of the depression—the price of farm 
products and goods fell 60.4 per cent, where- 
as all other commodities fell only 28.2 per 
cent. It is, thereforé, a clear conclusion 
that “recovery,” which restores a true »al- 
ance, would require farm prices to rise much 
faster than other prices. This is just what 
happened between February and June. By 
that time, the fall of farm prices had de- 
creased, being 48.5 per cent of June, 1929, 
and other prices had decreased 25 per cent 
of June, 1929. The gap was closing, and 
the closing of the gap was a sign of eco- 
nomic health. 


But now, under N. R. A. a movement fz 
under way to increase costs in other.than 
farm commodities. Can we set up a rough 
standard of prices to determine which 
groups of commodities are entitled to rise 
faster than others? The following table 
gives a general idea of the order in which 
the procession ought to move, judged by 
the percentage which prices in June, 1933, 
had declined from June, 1929:

Speculation Must Be Curbed

HE new rules adopted by the New York 
Stock Exchange to restrict wild and in 
jurious speculation may have been inspired 
by fear of more drastic congressional reg- 
ulation. In any event, they recognize evils 
that require correction. Whether they are 
sufficient, further examination will disclose. 
America has been built by an adventure 
some people. From the beginning of the 
settlements on the Atlantic Coast, the set 
tlers were inured to risk. In the whole west 
ward movement of the frontier, they were 
taking gambler’s chances. Speculation got 
into their blood. More than the long-estab 
lished people of Western Europe, Americans 
are attracted by the opportunities of the 
organized exchanges. 

At the same time, the get-rich-quick mo 
tive is especially powerful in a compara 
tively new land, where the chances for spec- 
tacular success are much greater than ip 
the older countries. 

The dangers of mass crazes for specula- 
tion were amply demonstrated in the boom 
years that culminated in the stock market 
crash of 1929. At the time of the panic, 
there was no recognition of how profound- 
ly its results would affect the nation’s eco 
nomic life. But it soon became apparent 
that extensive luxury industries had been 
supported by prospects of paper profits, and 
by dividends from concerns that were op 
erating on an artificial demand for goods. 

It was the collapse of this luxury struc 
ture and the extensive unemployment re 
sulting from the collapse that started the 
country into the long downward spiral! of 
the depression. 

The speculative markets perform a useful 
function in the modern world. But experi- 
ence has demonstrated that they are subject 
to grave abuses, with disastrous public con- 
sequences, They have been organized on 8 
basis that has made extensive speculation 
easy and attractive. ‘Tvidently, this policy 
is a menace to recovery and to stable pros 
perity. , 

If the exchanges themselves do not work 
out the necessary remedies to correct the 
evils, the Government will take a hand. 
Widespread and blind gambling on the n@ 
tion’s industries is too dangerous to be !- 
lowed to threaten a repetition of what hap 
pened in the wild decade that ended in 1929.

Assuming that partner’s 
response is two hearts, now your 
rebid is two no trumps—a strong 
bid since it drives your partner to 
go beyond the two level, either by 
raising to two no trumps, which he 
can do without anxiety if he has 
just a moderate hand—say four or 
five hearts to the king-queen and 
an outside king or two queens. if 
he has nothing but weak long 
hearts, he bids three hearts—both 
a warning and a sign-off.

There is now no risk 
of a misfit, since you have enough 
support for either suit to make con- 
tract for three odd in it quite safe 
in 99 hands out of 100. What is 
more important, you solidify the 
suit for no trump play, so that 
three no trumps is a contract you 
strongly desire to reach provided 
they cannot run off five or more 
heart tricks against you. The most 
constructive and informative rebid 
you can make is to 
Raise Your Partner’s Minor Suit to 
Three 
because thereby you convey both 
negative and positive information, 
and practically tell him that the 
vital decision rests on his hand, not 
on yours. You are really saying to 
him: 
1. I have your suit with you, nev- 
ertheless I am afraid to bid two no 
trumps. If you have a high card 
in both unbid suits, bid three no 
trumps. We will have at least a 
good play. for it. 
2. If you have double protection 
in one of the unbid suits—say K J x 
—bid three no trumps regardless of 
the other unbid suit. Trust me to 
protect it because now there are 
fewer high cards left for me to hold 
in the suit which you protect so 
that I am likely to have what we 
need in the fourth suit. From my 
bidding, you can understand that 
I have a defensive-type of hard—I 
have not rebid my suite, but I am 
trying to get you to bid three no 
trumps though unable myself to 
bid two no trumps as my rebid, 
despite my support for your suit. 
Therefore my hand is strong in 
high cards — trust me for three 
primary tricks at least. You know 
this because Sims players pass de- 
fensive-type hands\if they are 
weaker than this. 
3. If you have nothing but weak 
length in the minor suit you have 
bid, you may pass. This is your 
sign-off. It is true that we are sign- 
ing off at the three level instead of 
at two, but we are signing off in a 
suit that fits our combined hands, 
so that we are safer at three on 
this hand than we would be if we 
were signing off at two in a misfit 
Justification for Signing Off at 
Three. 


This. would. be one of the rare oc- 
casions in which we sign off at 
three in a suit instead of two, How- 
ever, this is quite safe, reasonable 
and in accordance with our prin- 
ciples.

We can encourage the child to 
speak of his impressions, to ask 
questions about things which pre- 
occupy him, but which, neverthe- 
less, he does not fully understand; 
and we can talk over these matters 
with him from his own angle. 
This gives an opportunity for 
helping the child to sort out his 
ideas, clarify his attitudes toward 
some things and dismiss others 
from his mind. 

The fact that in his own home 
he sees a set of very different val- 
ues in operation and that he loves 
the people who live by them, the 
assurance that most people remain, 
after all, essentially decent, law- 
abiding and kindly, will modify the 
shock of his realizatién* of the 
world’s iniquity, : 

Since, after all, every child must 
soonor or later find his own values 
in the world as it is, we should 
welcome, rather than bemoan, the 
circumstances which help him 
gradually to come by knowledge of 
the seamy side of life at a time 
when the security of what the 
home stands for will help him to 
assimilate it. 


The Over-Generous Child 


CCASIONALLY, one finds a 

child with a tendency to give 

away money and even his cher- 
ished toys to the first child who 
asks for them. 
Frequently, this gesture does not 
spring from real generosity at ‘all, 
but from a sense of insecurity and 
inferiority which makes the child 
feel that he must make himself 
liked with gifts. 
This sort of difficulty suggests its 
own remedy; the building up of the 
child’s self-confidence. 
Another way of making the child 
understand realistically what he is 
doing is not to replace too quickly 
the toy he has given away, and to 
let him go without pocket money 
altogether until the next allowance 
is due. —J— 
Where he has given away an ex- 
pensive and necessary toy, such as 
an express wagon or a doll, one may 
impress upon him the money value 
involved by -requiring him to heip 
pay for a new one if he wants it, out 
of his allowance. 


that the child who gives away his 
possessions too readily simply has 
too many toys anyway, and his par- 
ents may well take the hint. Again, 
his allowance may really be so much 
in excess of his needs that he sim- 
ply thinks of it as countless wealth 
which he can share without having 
too little for himself. 

Charming as is the idea of this 
generous attitude, it is certainly an 
unserviceable one where money is 
involved. 

Most children will sooner or later 
have to work-hard to earn their liv- 
ing, and one may properly build up 
correct conceptions of the value of 
money by giving the child no more 
and no Jess than he needs for his 
own expenses, a little saving, and 
the luxury of buying occasional 
gifts for others.
